The NAACP Legal Defense 


and Educational Fund has told 
the court, "The goal required by 
the Constitution is that every 
black child, at every grade in 
his educational career, must be 
free of assignment to a 'black' 
... school." 


The Mobile board questions 


this. It asked the court in its 
brief: "Does the mere existence 
of a school with a student body 
made up of students all of one 
race, in a public school system 
that is otherwise completely in- 
tegrated and unitary, render the 
school system 
constitutionally 


deficient?" 


The government, reflecting 


President Nixon's stated prefer- 
ence for neighborhood schools, 
told the court "it does not re- 
quire, as an a priori constitu- 
tional standard, racial balance 
or integration of every all-white, 
all-Negru or predominantly Ne- 
gro school." 


In addition to Clarke County, 


the hearing centers also on a 
North Carolina antibusing law 
declared unconstitutional by a 
three-judge 
federal court 
in 


Charlotte. 


The law forbids assignment of 


students by race to create racial 
balance and prohibits "involun- 
tary busing" as well as the use 
of public funds for such busing.

The Justice Depart- 
ment appealed to the Supreme 
Court in April for review.

cessfully by Milton Luros, a Los 
Angeles dealer, who won recov- 
ery of 37 photographs seized by 
customs agents in October 1969.

Jewels Taken 
From Actress 
Sophia Lor en 


NEW 
YORK (AP) - An 


armed gang forced its way into 
the 22nd-floor apartment suite 
of film star Sophia Loren Sun- 
day and robbed her of jewelry 
reported to be worth $600,000. 


"I was shaking," Miss Loren 


told newsmen hours after the 
7:30 a.m. robbery. "They came 
into the bedroom 
you know 


while I was asleep." 


One of the gang "had a big 


moustache 
and kept saying, 


'Give me the big stuff! Give me 
the big stuff!'" she recalled. 


Minutes after the four-man 


gang entered 
the 
Hampshire 


House and handcuffed four em- 
ployes, they had collected the 
jewelry and strolled back out 
the front door to escape. 


With them went the Italian 


star's personal, uninsured jew- 
elry that she valued at $500,000 
and a reported $100,000 worth of 
insured jewelry on loan from 
Van Cleef & Arpels. 


Six hours later two teen-aged 


brothers found part of the loot 
in a brown paper bag along a 
curb in West New York, N.J. 


Two months ago jewels re- 


portedly worth $600,000 were 
taken from actress Zsa Zsa Ga- 
bor in an elevator at the Wal- 
dorf Towers. Police said they 
were investigating to determine 
if the crimes were linked. 


Police gave this account of 


the Loren robbery: 


The four gunmen, one dressed 


as a chauffeur, entered the lob- 
by of the luxury cooperative 
apartment 
house on Central 


Park South about 7:15 a.m. and 
at gunpoint demanded the keys 
to Miss Loren's suite. 


Four employes were hand- 


cuffed and the night manager 
and a bell captain were ordered 
to go to Miss Loren's apartment 
with two of the gang. There they 
rang the bell and said they were 
checking a gas leak. 


Inez Bruscia, 41, secretary to 


Miss Loren, answered the door 
but 
became 
suspicious, 


screamed and tried to slam the 
door. The men pushed past her 
and one struck her on the head 
with his gun. 


One man entered the bedroom 


and took the jewelry after twist- 
ing Miss Loren's hair to show he 
meant business. 


Miss Loren, who had been 


here for about a month to publi- 
cize her new movie, "Sunflow- 
er," had planned to leave today 
but her plans were now said to 
be uncertain. 


Carlo Ponti, her husband, was 


in Milan, Italy, where he had 
gone for his father's funeral. He 
said the death and the robbery 
made Sunday "the most tragic 
day of my life." 


Miss Loren went to police 


headquarters Sunday night and 
spent 1l-i hours looking at photo- 
graphs of known criminals but 
said she recognized none. 


She told newsmen she did not 


hold the robbery against New 
York. 


"New York can't be judged by 


one act of crime," she said. 
"because criminality exists all 
over the world."

BALTIMORE (AP) - Cincin- 


nati's sputtering Big Red Ma- 
chine, overhauled twice in its 
own power plant by a relentless 
Baltimore wrecking crew, faced 
a total breakdown as the 1970 
World Series moved today to the 
home town of the soaring Or- 
ioles. 


The Orioles, buoyed by a 


five-run rally in the fifth inning 
Sunday, shaded the Reds 6-5 for 
a two-game jump in the best-of- 
seven series. 


Game No. 3 Tuesday will 


match southpaw Dave McNally, 
Baltimore's 
24-game winner, 


against Tony Cloninger, a jour- 
neyman 
right-hander 
who 


helped shore up the Reds' de- 
pleted pitching staff in the last 
two months—but has failed to 
complete any of his 18 starts. 


"We're going to go at them 


again," Cincinnati slugger John- 
ny Bench promised after the 
Reds, favored at the start of the 
series, blew an early 4-0 lead 
Sunday and absorbed their sec- 
ond one-run setback in as many 
days. 


"It changes over now to their 


ball park and we're two down, 
but I still think we can beat 
them. This ball club usually 
comes back. If we don't it's 
going to be a long winter," 
Bench continued. 


So far the Orioles have made 


all the comebacks. They erased 
a 3-0 deficit before winning the 
opener 4-3 Saturday on Brooks 
Robinson's seventh-inning home 
run. And they struck back again 
Sunday to gain their 16th con- 
secutive victory in a streak that 
began during the regular Amer- 
ican League season. 


It was the 42nd come-from-be- 


hind victory this year for the 
Orioles, who are driving to 
make amends for their stunning 
World Series setback 
at the 


hands of the New York Mets 
last October. 


It also was the 42nd time they 


have won by the margin of a 
single run. 


"People say we ran away 


with our division," said Harry 
Dalton, Baltimore's front office 
chief.

It's just 
that we have played excellent 
ball against very tough competi- 
tion.

the daylights out of the Reds. 
We've just been a little better 
than them each day." 


Returning to Baltimore's Me- 


morial Stadium where they won 
60 of 82 games, including the fi- 
nale of their pennant playoff 
sweep over Minnesota, the Or- 
ioles are prohibitive favorites to

Your Heart in 
Good Shape? 


If your health is so bad 


you can't exercise, the prob- 
ability is that you can't 
safely participate in sexual 
activity either. The sex act 
is e x e r c i s e and causes a 
marked increase in the work 
of the heart. If exercise is 
good for you, sexual activity 
is one way of getting it. In 
fact, if it catches on, it may 
replace jogging. 


Like other factors that in- 


crease the work of the heart, 
sex can also be harmful if 
you have serious heart trou- 
ble. More than one man has 
died just after getting home 
from the hospital after a 
heart attack. 


Some have suggested that 


the problem of sexual activ- 
ity for the patient with ad- 
vanced heart disease can be 
solved by passive sex. Well, 
if it's passive, it's not'sex. 
Besides laboratory studies 
show that the increase in 
heart rate and blood pres- 
sure comes at climax any- 
way. 


The emotions have a lot to 


do with how hard the heart 
works in response to sexual 
stimulation. Your heart rate 
may quicken merely from 
desire. Then there is the re- 
sponse to a sensual kiss. Ac- 
cording to a West German 
physician, Dr. Herbert Loell- 
gen, the brain sends out sig- 
nals, causing the spine to 
stretch, the nerves influenc- 
ing the pelvis are activated, 
the sex glands start func- 
tioning and s m a l l adre- 
nal g l a n d s over the kid- 
neys r e l e a s e epinephrine 
(adrenalin). The heartbeat 
may increase to 150 beats 
per minute (about twice nor- 
mal levels) and the blood 
pressure increase from 
a 


usual level of 120 to 180. 


At this point, according to 


the good doctor, all rational 
functions of the brain cease. 
The changes in heart rate 
and blood pressure represent 
a major increase in work for 
the heart. This way of work- 
ing the heart may be pleas- 
urable, but it is not neces- 
sarily healthy without sub- 
s e q u e n t physical activity. 
The excess adrenalin must 
be metabolized or its accum- 
ulated products cause harm-

from other forms of emo- 
tional stress. 


During sexual activity the 


heart rate at climax rises to 
levels between 110 and 180 
beats per minute (as high as 
noted in the most vigorous 
forms of athletics). And the 
blood pressure may rise over 
100. 


Sexual activity, like other 


forms of athletics, requires 
a good level of fitness to do 
it well and safely. Practice 
may not make everyone per- 
fect but it could improve 
their game. 


Dear D o c t o r—I have a 


stomach ulcer. Is it all right 
if I take aspirin? 


Dear R e a d e r—A small 


amount of aspirin, particu- 
larly if it is combined with a 
substance to neutralize its 
acidity, usually won't cause 
any harm. Aspirin does de- 
crease the normal blood clot- 
ting mechanism and, if a 
person takes very much over 
a period of time, it is pos- 
sible to cause bleeding in 
some cases. Bleeding from 
the digestive tract occurs in 
some people who use large 
amounts of aspirin, even if 
they do not have an ulcer.

Hearing on Pace of 
School Desegregation

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Court began a two<iay 
hearing today on the pace of 
public school desegregation in 
three key Southern districts as a 
first step toward a fresh defini- 
tion of the constitutional rights 
of black children and the obliga- 
tions of school boards. 


All major aspects of the de- 


segregation problem, including 
massive busing, racial balanc- 
ing and desegregation of neigh- 
borhoods, are in the test cases 
from 
Charlotte-Mecklenburg 


County, N.C.; Mobile County, 
Ala.; and Clarke County, Ga. 


Civil rights lawyers and the 


black families they represent 
are demanding a decision that 
finally insures "all black school 
children their right to a deseg- 
regated education." 


The 
Charlotte-Mecklenburg 


and Mobile school boards, de- 
fending the moves they have al- 
ready made, want minimal bus- 
ing, preservation of the neigh- 
borhood school system and con- 
tinuation of a number of all- 
black and all-white schools in 
their districts. 


The Clarke County school 


board, meanwhile, is appealing 
for imposition of a strong inte- 
gration plan, one the Georgia 
Supreme Court invalidated on 
the theory the 1964 federal civil 
rights law prohibits racial bal- 
ancing and busing for balance. 


And off to the side, in the 


stance of a moderate counselor, 
is the federal government, ac- 
cusing the Charlotte-Mecklen- 
burg and Mobile boards of at- 
tempting to perpetuate segrega- 
tion but denying the Constitution 
gives black children an absolute 
right 
to 
attend 
integrated 


schools. 


The court's review 
comes 


when many politicians, North 
and South, claim to be puzzled 
about what is required from the 
court's succession of antisegre- 
gation decisions since 1954. 


The 
Charlotte-Mecklenburg 


and Mobile districts are impor- 
tant particularly in that they 
confront the Supreme Court with 
large metropolitan areas that

Elimination 
of Draft by 
73 Possible 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre- 


tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
said today the Pentagon hopes 
to eliminate draft calls by mid- 
1973. 
He also disclosed 
that 


President Nixon will announce 
this week further U.S. troop 
withdrawals from Vietnam. 


Laird said at a news confer- 


ence he has set the end of fiscal 
year 1973 as the goal for moving 
to a zero draft under which men 
over 18 would still register but 
would not be called. The Selec- 
tive Service system would re- 
main in effect for use in emer- 
gencies, he said. 


"We're going to go all out, all 


out in the Department of De- 
fense to reach the target of zero 
draft calls by the end of fiscal 
1973," Laird declared. 


In a memorandum issued to- 


day by Laird to the secretaries 
of the military services and the 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, he directed them to re- 
view personally the recommen- 
dations outlined by the Penta- 
gon's Project Volunteer Com- 
mittee for eliminating draft 
calls. 


He said he expected Nixon to 


announce an interim troop with- 
drawal figure this week that 
would carry the withdrawal pro- 
gram through Christmas.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


failure of U.S.-Soviet arms con- 
trol talks _and other negotiations 
could lead to a major boost in 
American 
military 
spending 


within a year, according to Sec- 
retary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird. 


The warning came Sunday in 


a joint appearance of Laird with 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers in which the two admin- 
istration leaders took a two- 
handed, firm-hard approach to 
recent Soviet attacks on U.S. 
peace proposals for Indochina 
and the Middle East. 


Laird's defense spending re- 


mark exemplified the hard ap- 
proach. 


"Unless we have success in 


SALT (Strategic Arms Limita- 
tion Talks) and these other ne- 
gotiating areas," he said, "we 
are going to have to face up to 
some hard, tough decisions here 
which could require a tremen- 
dous increase as far as defense 
expenditures are concerned.". 


Laird said as a matter of fact 


some new arms programs have 
been held up pending the out- 
come of the SALT talks being 
conducted in Vienna. 


When asked how long the 


United States could afford such 
a delay, Laird responded: "I 
don't believe from the stand- 
point of a defense planner we 
can delay these decisions more 
than 12 months." 


Rogers took a slightly softer 


approach to Soviet intentions 
when he said recent statements 
from Moscow attacking U.S. 
peace proposals in the Mideast 
and Indochina may be public 
wjndowdressing. 
s 


"The public position they take 


in the press doesn't necessarily 
coincide with the official.atti- 
tude," the nation's-top diplomat 
said. "It's certainly disappoint- 
ing, but I hope in private discus- 
sions they'll act differently." 


Rogers and Laird appeared in 


a special hour-long version of 
ABC's "Issues and Answers." 


When asked about a recent 


Soviet press description of Pres- 
ident Nixon's five-point Indochi- 
na peace plan as "a 
great 


fraud," Rogers said it "is stand- 
ard 
Communist 
propaganda, 


which we expected ..... 


"I have a feeling that the So- 


viet Union and Hanoi will both 
give very careful consideration 
to the President's proposal be- 
cause of the tremendous support 
that the proposals have received 
not only in this country but all 
over the world." 


But Laird, expressing the on- 


the-other-hand approach that of- 
ten marked the appearance, de- 
clined "to make any prediction 
as to the outcome" of the U.S. 
peace drive. 


The secretary of state also 


seemed willing to give Moscow 
more of the benefit of a doubt 
concerning the recent hardened 
Soviet position on the Mideast 
peace plan being pushed by the 
United States. 


He said the official Soviet re-

oped in the Middle East over ex- 
tension of the 90-day cease-fire 
along the Suez Canal. 


Egypt said Sunday it would 


not extend the truce beyond its 
Nov. 5 expiration date unless Is- 
rael rejoins the peace talks at 
the United Nations. Israel re- 
peated it would not resume ne- 
gotiations until Egypt pulls back 
the antiaircraft missiles which 
Israel and the United States 
charge have been moved closer 
to the canal in violation of the 
cease-fire standstill. 


An aide to Egypt's foreign 


minister, Mahmoud Riad, said 
Cairo's position did not mean 
"that Nov. 5 we are going to 
start shooting." 


But he said that if Israel does 


not rejoin the talks begun under 
U.N. special envoy Gunnar V. 
Jarring, then the cease-fire is a 
commitment "we want to liber- 
ate ourselves from. That's all." 


Israeli Premier Golda Meir 


told her weekly cabinet meeting 
Israel wants the cease-fire to 
continue, but it will not return 
to the talks until "the Egyptians 
and Russians take steps to re- 
store the original position in the 
Canal standstill zone." 


An Israeli public opinion poll 


showed 70 per cent of 500 per- 
sons queried favored suspension 
of the talks until Egypt pulls 
back the missiles; 23 per cent 
favored resumption of the talks 
despite the missiles, and 7 per 
cent had no opinion. 


Meanwhile, Egypt's only legal 


political party, the Arab Social- 
ist Union, began rallies to whip 
up enthusiasm for President- 
designate Anwar Sadat, who has 
been nominated by the party to 
succeed Qarnal Abdel * Nasser, 
confirmed by the National As- 
sembly and will be elected in a 
plebiscite Thursday. The pur- 
pose of the rallies is to get a big 
turnout to demonstrate Egyp- 
tian solidarity in the wake of 
Nasser's death.
